his Tenants and People to ſell the Wools-to others ; 
upon . which the Father beſpeaks him after this man- 
ner, Son, Thou knoweſt well that my Charge and 
Expence is very great, haviog many other Children to 
provide for beſides thy ſelf, and that it hath 'coſt me 
vaſt Summs to prote@ thee in the Poſſeſſion of the Eſtate 
which I have given thee, which is ſufficient to give 
thee a very, abundant Subſiſtence without- thy interfe- 
ring with me in my peculiar Trade, -which thon ſeeft 
is the only way I have to gain Wealth, and'to'enable-
